Setting Up the TV/VCR 


3. Place your TV/VCR on a stable surface 


CAUTION: To reduce the risk of personal injury or damage to the 
TV /VCR, take care in selecting a surface or stand on which to place 
your product and when moving or carrying it. Use a stable surface 
or a strong steady stand and a location where the TV/ VCR cannot 
be tipped over or easily puUed off, particularly by children. Do not 
attempt to carry or move this product with one hand. Grasp the 
TV /VCR with both hands with the TV front against your body to 
prevent it from slipping out of your grasp. 


4. Connect antenna orcable-TV system 

Connect a home antenna or a cable-TV system. Details on pages 29-32. 


5. Plug in the TV/VCR 

Remove the plastic safety cord from the AC Plug. Then plug the power 
cord into the wall outlet, matching the wide blade of fhe plug with the 
wide slot in the outlet. Be sure to insert the plug completely. 

6. Turn on the TV/VCR 

Press POWER on the front of the TV /VCR or press TV or VC R on the 
remote. The indicator in the POWER button on the front of the 
TV/ VCR will light when the TV/ VCR is on. The On-Screen Display 
will request your Time Zone and Daylight Savings Time information. 

6a. Set the Time Zone 

1. Select your time zone from the list. 

• If you choose "Don't know" the TV /VCR will automatically set 
the time as accurately as possible. 

Note: To set the Time Zone at any other time, press MENU on the 
remote to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. Next, press 2 to display the 
TIM E menu, then press 4 to set the Time Zone. 

6b. Set the Daylight-Savings Time 

1. Select one of the options. 

• If you choose "Don't know" the TV /VCR will automatically set 
the Daylight Savings Time as accurately as possible. 

Note: To set the Daylight Savings Time at any other time, press MENU 
on the remote to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. Next, press 2 to 
display the TIME menu, then press 5 to set the Daylight Savings Time. 
Press MENU to start the Automatic Clock Set. This may take several 
minutes.

7. Put Channels into Memory (Auto Channel Search) 

After you enter your Time Zone and Daylight Savings Time 

information, the Auto Channel Search begins automatically. 

If you need to rim the Auto Channel Search after the initial setup, 

follow these directions: 

A. Press MENU on the remote to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. 

B . Press 5 to display the SETUP menu. 

C . Press 1 to start Auto Channel Search. You will need to re-enter your 
Time Zone and Daylight Savings Time information first. Then, allow 
the TV/ VCR to search for all channels. Pressing any buttons during 
Aufo Channel Search will slop the search and only some channels 
will be in the TV/ VCR's memory. When the search is finished, the 
TV/ VCR will automatically tune to the first channel in the channel 
memory list. 


8. Select the language. 

(Escoja un idioma./Choisissez une langue.) 

This feature lets you select English, Spanish, or French as the language 
for your on-screen displays. 

A. Press MENU on the remote to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. 

B. Press 6 to display the LANGUAGE/IDIOMA/LANGUE menu. 

C . Choose the language for your on-screen displays. 

• Press 1 to select English. English is the default language when 
you first turn on the TV/ VCR. 

• Press 2 to select Spanish. 

• Press 3 to select French. 

9. Set the Signal Type (optional) 

The TV /VCR automatically selects the signal type (cable or antenna) 
when you run the Auto Channel Search in step 7. If you wanf to 
change the signal type, follow the directions below. 

A. Press MENU on the remote to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. 

B . Press 5 to display the S ETU P menu. 

C. Press 4 to toggle the Signal Type between ANTENNA and CABLE. 

• After changing the signal type, you may need to re-enter the 
channel number you are trying to receive. 



• After changing the signal type, you will need to Auto Channel 
Search again.

10. Add or remove channels from the TV/VCR's memory 

You may want to add or remove channels if some of them are not 
active^ have weak signals^ or you do not want them in your channel 
memory. A channel that has been removed can still be selected by 
pressing the remote control's number buttons.

11. Set the Time and Date (Clock) 


There are two ways to set the time and date: manually, and with the 
Auto Clock Feature. If you entered your Time Zone and Daylight 
Savings Time in step 6, the Auto Clock Feature will set the clock 
automatically. If the Auto Clock Set fails, you'll see a message that 
says, "The Auto ClockSetwas unsuccessful." You'll want to set the 
clock manually if this happens. 


To set the Time and Date (Clock) manually: 


A. From the TIM E menu, press 1 to display the SET CLOCK screen. 


B . Use the number buttons on the remote to enter the time. 

• Press 0 before 1; 0 is added automatically before all other 
numbers. Press 1 for AM or 2 for P M . Example: For a time of 
1:07 PM , press 0, then 1, then 0, then 7, then 2. 

C . Use the number buttons on the remote to enter the date. 

• The day of the week will automatically appear after you enter 
the year. 

• Press CLEAR on the remote at any time to change incorrect 
entries. 

D. Press MENU on the remote to start the clock. 

E . To exit and return to TV viewing, follow the on-screen instructions. 

F. To display the time and date, press DISPLAY on the remote. 

Note: If you fail to set the time, you will need to do so before setting 

program recordings or using the sleep or wake-up timers.

12 . Select a channel and adjust the volume 

A. Press CHANNEL up or down or press the number buttons on the 
remote to select a channel. 

Example: For charmel 2, press 0 then 2. The channel number 
is displayed on the screen. 

For cable channels over 99, press and hold 1 until 1- - appears. 
Then enter the next two numbers. Example: For channel 102, 
press and hold 1. When 1 - - appears, press 0, then press 2. 

B . Press VOL left or right to adjust the volume. The volume display 
appears on the screen.

Buttons 

This remote has a @ feature that lets you usethe remote in a dimly lit or dark room. The Light button glows in the dark. Pressing 
this button lights some of the most commonly used remote buttons. The buttons remain lit as long as any button is pressed within 
approximately four secondsof the last button pressed. The light times out if no buttons are pressed, which conserves the life of your 
batteries. If the light times out, simply presstheLight button to turn it on again. 



C HAN and V (Channel up and down) 

Selects next higher or lower channel in 
channel memory. 


CLEAR 

Removes all menus from the screen. 

Allows you to change menu entries or 
clear a timer recording. 

Resets time counter to 0:00:00 when it 
is displayed. 


DISPLAY 

Displays TV /VCR's current status.

(This only works when there is 
no tape in the TV/ VCR.) 

Displays IN DEX, ZERO, and B LAN K 
search screens when tape is inserted 
in the TV/VCR. 

Operates Commercial Scan by advancing 
tape 60 seconds during playback. 

SLEEP 

Sets TV/ VCR to automatically turn off in 
30, 60, 90, or 120 minutes. See page 11. 

SPEED (Tape Speed) 

Selects a recording speed (S L P , S P , or L P ) . 

STOP 

Stops fimctions such as record, play, 
rewind, fast forward, and pause.

Using the TV/VCR Features 

On-Screen Displays 

When you change channels, adjust volume, or use 
a VCR feature, on-screen displays appear to let 
you know the status of the TV/ VCR. 

To Call Up On-Screen Displays 

1. Press DISPLAY to display the function, time 
counter, date, time, and tape speed. 

If you do not press DIS P LAY again, these 
displays will time out and disappear. 

2. Press DISPLAY again: 

• No tape in TV/VCR: Displays are removed. 

• Tape in TV/VCR: Time counter remains on 
screen, and will not time out. Press D IS P LAY 
again to remove the time counter.

The TV/ VCR will 
remember the settings you select. 


To Adjust Video 


1. Press MENU on the remote to display the 
TV/VCR MAIN MENU. 

2 . Press 1 to display the SCREEN menu. 

3. Press 1 to display the PICTURE QUALITY 
menu. 

4. Press 1 to display the ADJ UST PICTURE 
QUALITY menu. 

5. Press CHAN up or down to select the function 
you want to adjust. 

• Select C 0 lo r to adjust color intensity. 

• Select Tint to adjust for natural fleshtones. 

• Select C 0 ntr (contrast) to adjust picture 
contrast. 

• Select B rite (brightness) to adjust picture 
brightness. 

• Select S harp (sharpness) to adjust picture 
sharpness. 

6. Press VQL < or > to adjust the function selected. 


To Return Video to the Factory Settings 

From the PICTURE QUALITY menu, press 2. Press 
RESET to reset the video to the levels set at the 
factory. 

The message "All picture controls have been 
reset to factory defaults" will appear.

Using the TV/VCR Features 

Closed Captioning 

The closed captioning feature displays the audio portion of a 
program as text on the TV screen. This is useful to hearing 
impaired or anyone who wants to watch a program without 
sound. 

There are four types of closed captions: Caption 1, Caption 2, 
Text 1 and Text 2. Caption 1 displays the full translation of the 
primary language in your area. Caption 2 may be used as a 
second source for secondary languages. Text 1 and Text 2 display 
on-screen boxes containing the text of general information not 
necessarily related to the program being watched. 

Closed captioning is not available on all channels. Check your 
TV program listings for CC (closed caption) broadcasts. 

To View Closed Captions 

1. Press MENU on the remote to display TV/VCR MAIN 
MENU. 

2 . Press 1 to display the SCREEN menu. 

3. Press 2 to display the CLOSED CAPTIONING menu. 

4. Press 1 to display the CC DISPLAY menu. 

• There are three choices: On, Off and On when TV Is muted. 


To Change the Closed Caption Mode 

From the Closed Captioning Menu, press 2 to display the CC 
Mode menu. 

There are four choices: Caption 1, Caption 2, Text 1 and Text 2. 


Commercial Skip 

As its name suggests. Commercial Skip allows you to bypass 
commercials during normal TV viewing. When a commercial 
comes on, you can activate the Commercial Skip timer to run 
from 30 seconds to 4 minutes. While the timer is counting 
down, you are free to watch other channels. After the timer 
runs out, the TV/ VCR automatically changes back to your 
original channel. Use the following steps to program the 
Commercial Skip timer: 

1. On your remote, press SKIP/SEARCH. An on-screen timer 
appears. 

2. Press SKIP/SEARCH repeatedly to set the timer as desired. 
The time increases by one minute each time SKIP/SEARCH 
is pressed. Skip coimtdown starts automatically if you 
haven't pressed SKIP/SEARCH for two seconds. 

3. To cancel Commercial Skip, keep pressing SKIP/SEARCH 
until the SKIP display disappears from the screen, or press 
CLEAR. Your TV/VCR will stay tuned to the channel it is 
on and will not change back to your original channel. 

Commercial Skip works only when there is no tape in the 
TV/VCR. If a tape is loaded, the Zero Search Screen appears.

Using the TV/VCR Features 

Sleep Timer 

The sleep timer automatically turns the TV /VCR off after 30, 60, 90, 
or 120 minutes. 

1. Press SLEEP on the remote to select 30, 60, 90 or 120 minutes. 

2. To cancel the sleep timer, press SLEEP until the timer 
disappears. 

You can also access the sleep timer through the menu system. 

1. Press MENU on the remote to display the TV/VCR MAIN MENU. 

2. Press 2 to display the TIM E menu. 

3. Press 2 to display the SLEEP TIMER screen. 

4. Press C HAN up or down to select 30, 60, 90, or 120 minutes. 

5. Press MENU three times to exit. 

While watching a program, press DIS P LAY to check the amoimt 
of time remaining before the TV turns off. 

6. To cancel the sleep timer, first display the SLEEP TIM ER menu 
by repeating steps 1-4 above. Then, repeatedly press CHAN up 
or down until 0:00 is displayed on the screen. 

Wake-Up Timer 

The timer turns the TV/ VCR on at a desired time. You can set it to 
wake you up in the morning or remind you that a favorite program 
is about to start. Please note that the clock must be set for you to use 
the Wake-Up Timer. If it isn't, a prompt appears to warn you that 
the clock is not set. Pollow the on-screen instructions to set the 
clock. 

1. Press MENU on the remote to display the TV/VCR MAIN MENU. 

2. Press 2 to display the TIM E menu. 

3. Press 3 to display the WAKE-UP TIMER menu. 

4. Use the number buttons to enter the channel number and time. 

• After you enter the time, press 1 for AM or 2 for P M . Example: 
Eor a time of 5:07PM , press 5, then 0, then 7, then 2. 

• Press CLEAR to correct an entry or RES ET to clear the timer. 

5 . Press MENU to set the timer. 

• The wake-up timer will turn on the TV /VCR every day. The 
WAKE-UP indicator light on the front panel is illuminated 
when the wake-up timer is set. 

• Once the TV /VCR is turned on by the wake-up timer, the 
unit automatically turns off after 60 minutes if no buttons 
are pressed. 

Note: When the wake-up timer turns on the TV /VCR, the volume 
level does not change from when the TV/ VCR was last turned off. 

6 . To cancel the wake-up timer, first display the WAKE-UP TIMER 
menu by repeating steps 1-3 above. Then, press RESET to cancel 
the timer, and press MENU to exit. The timer is also canceled if 
MENU is pressed before step 4 is completed.

Using the TV/VCR Features 

Parental Controls and V-Chip 

The Parental Controls menu allows you to program your TV/ VCR so that 
children cannot see certain programs. 

The first three choices in the Parental Controls menu involve a feature inside 
your TV/ VCR called V-Chip which allows you to "block" TV programs and 
movies based on violence, sex, or other content you may believe children 
should not view. In other words, it lets you program your TV so it will not 
display certain programs. Once you block programs, you or other adults are 
not limited to only parent-approved programs; you can "unblock" programs 
by entering a password. 

The V-Chip inside your TV /VCR comes turned "off," so if you choose nof to 
implement it, you can just ignore it. 

When turned "on," the V-Chip reads a code that most broadcasters send with 
programs. That code tells the V-Chip the program's age-based rating (TV-MA, 
TV-14, etc.) and content themes (Violence (V), Adult Language (L), etc.). If you 
have blocked the rating and/or content themes that the program contains, you 
will receive the message, "This channel has not been approved for 
viewing," when you turn to that particular channel. Broadcasters are not 
required to provide content themes, so programs received with no content 
themes will only be blocked if you block their age-based rating. You can also 
block out programs that have not been given a rating, and programs that are 
considered "unrated" because no code has been sent by the broadcaster. 

The age-based ratings and content themes you can block are listed in the table 
below. 


Age-Based Rating 

Description and Content Themes for Age-Based Ratings 

TV-MA 

Mature Audience Only. This program is specifically designed to be viewed by adults and 
may be unsuitable for children under 17. It contains one or more of fhe following content 
themes; graphic violence (V), explicit sexual activity (S), or crude indecent language (L). 

TV-14 

Parents Strongly Cautioned. This program contains some material that many parents would 
find unsuitable for children under 14. Parents are strongly urged to exercise greater care in 
monitoring this program and are cautioned against letting children under the age of 14 watch 
imattended. This program contains one or more of the following content themes: intense 
violence (V), intense sexual situations (S), strong coarse language (L), or intensely 
suggestive dialogue (D). 

TV-PG 

Parental Guidance Suggested. This program contains material that parents may find 
imsuitable for younger children. Many parents may want to watch it with their yormger 
children. The program contains one or more of the following content themes: moderate 
violence (V), some sexual situations (S), infrequent coarse language (L), or some 
suggestive dialogue (D). 

TV-G 

General Audience. Most parents would find this program suitable for all ages. It contains 

little or no violence (V), no strong language (L) and little or no sexual dialogue (D) or 
situations (S). 

TV-Y7 

Directed to Children 7 years and older. This program is designed for children ages 7 and 
above. It may be more appropriate for children who have acquired the developmental skills 
needed to distinguish between make-believe and reality. Themes and elements in this 
program may include mild fantasy violence (FV) or comedic violence, or may frighten 
children under the age of 7. 

TV-Y 

All Children. This program is designed to be appropriate for all children. The themes and 
elements in this program are designed for a young audience, including children from ages 
2-6. This program is not expected to frighten yormger children.

Using the TV/VCR Features 


Setting TV Rating Limits 

1. Press M EN U on the remote to display the TV/VCR MAIN MENU. 

2. Press 4 to display PARENTAL CONTROLS. 

3. Press 1 to display the V-CHIP TV RATING LIM IT screen. 

4. Use the number buttons 1-7 to change the status of a TV program 
rating. Remember: Once you have set your limits, you must lock 
your system in order to activate blocking. 


Rating Field 

Lets you select from a list of age-based 
ratings you can block or view. 

Rating Status Field 

Lets you select whether the status of fhe age- 
based rating limit to the left is View or B lock.

To Block Age-Based Ratings 

You can automatically block all program ratings above a specified 
age-based rating level. For example, if you only want your child to 
watch programs that have a TV-G rating and lower (in other words, 
you want the child to watch TV-G, TV-Y7, and TV-Y), then you need 
to block out other programming with higher ratings. 

To block programs with higher ratings: 

1. Determine the lowest level rating you do not want the child to 
watch. 

2. Continuously press 1 on the remote to scroll through the age- 
based ratings. Stop pressing 1 when the lowest rating you do not 
want the child to watch appears. (In the example, you would press 
1 until TV-PG appeared on screen, since the highest rating you 
want the child to watch is TV-G).

Viewing Age-Based Ratings 

After you block age-based ratings, you have the option of going 

back and changing some of the content ratings back to View (V). 

1. Determine the rating you want to view that is currently blocked. 

2. Press 1 to scroll to the rating, such as TV-14, whose status is 
Block. 

3. Press 2 to change the status to View. Your child would then be 
able to watch all programs with a TV-14, TV-G, TV-Y7, and 
TV-Y rating 

Note that TV-14's content status fields at the bottom of the screen 

automatically change to a view state, indicated by green letters. 

These are the only fields that automatically change back to green

Blocking Specific Content Themes 

You can block programs based on their content. (Content is 
represented by the D, L, S, V, and FV on your screen. See page 11 for 
details.) When you block a content theme for a particular rating, you 
automatically block that content theme for higher rated programs as 
well. 

For example, if you do not want your child to watch programs that 
have adult language (L) rated TV-PG or higher, then you would also 
block out all programming TV-PG and above containing adult 
language. 

To block program content: 

1. Determine the lowest level age-based content you do not want 
the child to watch. 

2. Press 1 until the lowest age-based rating whose content theme 
you do not want the child to watch appears on screen. 

3. To change the content theme to Block (B), press the number on 
the remote that corresponds with the content theme you want to 
block: 

• Sexually explicit dialogue (D) = 3 ‘Violence (V) = 6 

• Adult language (L) = 4 ‘Fantasy violence (FV) = 7 

‘ Sexual situations (S) = 5 

4. After you press the number, the V for the content theme should 
change to a B in the content status field. In the ratings settings 
area, all higher ratings' content theme status will automatically 
change to Block indicated by the letters turning red. 

5. Press MENU to return to the PARENTAL CONTROLS menu.

Setting Movie Rating Limits 

You set movie rating limits by blocking movies rated above a 
specified level. To access the V-C HIP MOVIE RATING LIMIT menu:

3. Press 2 for the V-C HIP MOVIE RATING LIMIT screen. 

Blocking Movie Ratings 

If you only want your child to watch movies that have a PG rating 
and lower (in other words, movies rated PG and G), then you could 
automatically block out all other movies with higher ratings.

Blocking Unrated TV Programs 

Some TV programs are not rated but may contain material you do 
not want your children to see. These programs must be blocked 
separately. 

1. PressMENU to display the TV/VC R MAiN MENU. 

2. Press 4 to display the PARENTAL CONTROLS menu. 

3. Press 3 to select U nrated P rograms from the menu and toggle 
between View and Biock. 

Note that unrated programs may include news, sports, political, 
religious, local and weather programs, emergency bulletins, public 
announcements and programs without a rating. 

Lock/Unlock Parental Controls 

Selecting this option lets you lock and unlock parental control 
settings using a password. 

If you do not lock parental controls, none of the settings for V-Chip

Safety Tab

The tape will continue 
to rewind imtil it reaches its beginning, and then the 
TV/VCR will turn off. 

Press FF to advance the tape. If the VCR is playing a tape 
when the FF button is pressed, the TV/ VCR will search 
forward through the tape.

Using the Playback Features 

Pause 

This feature pauses the tape during playback and allows 
you to examine the details of the scene. Pause works best 
with tapes recorded in SLP speed. 

1. Press PAUSE on the remote during playback to pause 
the action. 

The TV /VCR will automatically switch from pause to 
stop after a few minutes to prevent tape wear. 

2. Press PAUSE or P LAY to return to normal playback. 


Frame Advance 

Frame advance lets you view one frame at a time while in 
the PAUSE mode. Frame advance works best with tapes 
recorded in SLP speed. 

1. Press PAUSE during playback to pause the action. 

2. Press F. ADV each time you want to view the next 
frame of the scene. 

Press and hold F. ADV to view the tape frame-by-frame. 

3. Press PAU S E or P LAY to return to normal playback. 


Picture Search 

You can visually search a picture during playback. 

Sound is turned off during picture search. Picture search 
works best for tapes recorded in SLP speed. 

1. During playback, press FF to search forward or REW 
to search in reverse. 

2. Press P LAY to return to normal playback. 


Slow Motion 


If you have the 4-head TV/ VCR model, you can view the 
picture in slow motion during play. There are three slow- 
motion speeds. Sound is turned off during slow-motion 
playback. 

1 . During playback, press PAUSE then F F or R E W to 
begin slow motion. 

2. Press P LAY to return to normal playback or press 
PAUSE to return to still mode. 

The TV/ VCR will automatically switch from slow-motion 
playback to stop after a few minutes to prevent tape wear.

Using the Playback Features 

Automatic Tracking 

The TV/ VCR has automatic tracking which adjusts the 
picture when playing a tape that was recorded on 
another VCR. Automatic tracking is turned on 
whenever a tape is inserted or the TV/ VCR's power is 
turned on. 


Manual Tracking 

Occasionally, you may need to manually adjust 
tracking on a tape recorded on a different VCR or 
camcorder. Tracking is used when playing a tape. It 
has no effect during recording. 

• When streaks or snow appear in the picture during 
normal playback or slow motion, press TRAC K + or - 
on the remote or C HAN N EL up or down on the 
TV/ VCR for the best possible picture. 

• To return to Automatic Tracking the tape must be 
removed from fhe VCR and re-inserfed. 


Time Counter 


The time counter helps locate the beginning or end of 
programs you taped. The time counter automatically 
resets to 0:00:00 whenever a tape is inserted, or you 
can press CLEAR when the time counter is displayed. 
For example, if a 30-minufe program was recorded af 
the beginning of the tape and you wanted to record 
another program after it, you should: 


1. Insert the pre-recorded tape.

Auto Repeat 

This feature tells the TV/ VCR to play a tape (or part of 

a tape) continuously. The TV/ VCR will automatically 

rewind the tape, or a selected portion of the tape, and 

play it repeatedly. 

1. Using REW, FF, or PLAY, go to the place on the tape 
that you want to be the beginning of the section 
that automatically repeats. Reset the time coimter to 
0:00:00 by pressing DISPLAY, then CLEAR. 

2. Using F F or P LAY, go to the place on the tape that 
you want to be the end of the section that plays 
continuously. Remember the numbers on the time 
counter. (2:55 is the end time for AUTO REPEAT in 
the example to the right.) 

3. Press MENU to display the TV/VC R MAIN MENU. 

4. Press 5 to display the S ETU P menu. 

5. Press 3 to display the AUTO REPEAT menu. 

6. Using the number buttons, enter the amoimt of time 
you want the tape to repeat (the number from Step 2). 
In the example at right, the section that the TV /VCR 
will automatically repeat is 2:55 - two hours, 55 
minutes long. 

Note: Make sure the TV/ VCR is not tuned to the 
video input before you start Auto Repeat. 

7. To cancel Auto Repeat, first display the AUTO

Use another VCR or camcorder as the playback VCR and 
the TV/ VCR as the recording VCR.

3. Insert the tape you want to copy into the playback VCR 
or camcorder. Insert a blank tape with safety tab intact 
into the TV/VCR.

Lights when a timer program has been set 
and a cassette with safety tab in place is in 
the TV/VCR.

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Trouble Checks 

Sometimes problems can be easily solved by checking a few basic things. Check 
below before you call for help or take your TV/ VCR to an Authorized RCA 
VCR Servicenter. 


Problem 

Solution 

No power 

• Plug TV/ VCR into an operating outlet. 

• Check connections. 

• Make sure the wall outlet is not controlled by a wall switch. 

TV/VCR does not respond to remote 

• Aim remote at TV/ VCR's remote sensor with no objects between them. 

• Change batteries and make sure they are properly installed. 

Poor or no picture during TV viewing 

• Switch to an active channel. 

• Check antenna connections. If using a dipole antenna, try adjusting its rods. 

• Check picture adjustments. See page 8. 

• Make sure the line input is not selected. Repeatedly press 00 on the remote to 
switch between audio/video input jacks and tuner. 

No sound 

• Press VO LU M E up to increase sound. 

• Sound has been muted. Press MUTE on remote or VO LU M E up. 

Snow or streaks in picture or no picture 
during tape playback 

• Check tape — it may be worn out or of poor quality. Try another tape. 

• Some snow /streaks are normal during search, pause, frame advance, and 
slow-motion playback. 

• Press one of the TRACKING buttons on the remote or CHANNEL up or down 
on the TV/ VCR to move the streaks up or down and out of the picture. 

Will not record or play 

• No cassette in TV/ VCR. 

• Eject and re-insert cassette. 

• Broken tape — try another cassette. 

• Safety tab removed from cassette — TV/ VCR will not record. 

• TV/ VCR is in pause mode. Press PLAY on the remote. 

Cannot insert or eject tape 

• Insert cassette with window facing up and safety tab facing out. 

• To remove cassette, TV/ VCR must be connected to working outlet. 

• Turn the power off and then on before trying to insert or remove cassette. 

Time counter not working 

• Press D IS P LAY on remote to display time coimter on screen. See page 19. 

• The time counter does not advance during unrecorded portions of tape. 
When an unrecorded segment of tape is encountered, the time counter will 
hold its count until recorded material is detected again. 

• A minus (-) will appear in front of the time counter if you rewind the tape 
farther back than a counter reading of 0:00:00. 

Rewind does not operate 

• Tape already rewound. 

Timer recording not made 
or wrong program recorded 

• Program entered incorrectly (wrong channel or times). See page 25-26. 

• Cable box was not turned on and tuned to the correct channel at time 
recording was to begin. 

• Power interruption. TIM ER indicator flashes on front of TV/VCR. 

• Check to see if the TV /VCR's time and date are correct — including AM /P M . 
See page 5. 

• Program exceeded tape's length or tape was not rewound beforehand. 

• No tape in TV/ VCR, or cassette ejected if safety tab broken off. 
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Trouble Checks 


Problem 

Solution 

Clock shows incorrect time or date 

• Power interruption. 

• Clock was not set accurately (check AM /P M and date). See page 5. 

TV/VCR makes noise when stopped 

• TV/ VCR is removing tape from heads. This is normal. The head cylinder 
inside the TV/ VCR will continue to rotate for a few minutes after you put the 
VCR in the stop mode. 

Will not auto channel search active 
channels correctly 

• Check anterma or cable connections. Antenna or cable TV must be cormected 
before starting Auto Channel Search. 

Cannot see closed captions on screen 

• Closed caption fimction must be set to on. See page 10. 

• Station may not be broadcasting closed captions. 

Box appears on screen 

• The text mode has been selected for Closed Caption, but no information is 
being sent. See page 10. 

TIMER indicator on front of TV/VCR 
is flashing 

• Timer program set and TV/ VCR turned off with no cassette or cassette with 
no safety tab inserted. See page 25. 

Tape plays over and over 

• Auto repeat turned on. See page 20. 

TV/VCR turns off automatically 

• Sleep timer turned on. Press TV or VC R to turn TV/ VCR back on. 

TV/VCR turns on automatically 

• Wake up timer (alarm) turned on. See page 11. 

Cannot record one program while watching 
a different program 

• TV/ VCR only has one tuner. Only one program can be watched and recorded 
at the same time. 

Parental Controls are not blocking programs 

• Make sure Parental Control is turned on. See pages 12-16. 

Parental Control password does not work 

• Reset Parental Control password. See page 16. 

Front Panel Buttons won't work 

• Front Panel Block is on. See page 11. 
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Cleaning the TV/VCR 

Turn off the TV /VCR before cleaning. 

You can clean the TV/ VCR as required by using a soft cloth or the dusting 
attachment of your vacuum cleaner. Be sure to occasionally vaccuum the 
ventilation slots in the cabinet to help assure adequate ventilation. 

To clean the TV /VCR screen, use a soft cloth dampened with a diluted soap 
and water mixture. Do not use furniture polish on the TV /VCR cabinet or screen. 


While cleaning, do not spray liquid directly on the screen or allow liquid to 
run down the screen or inside the TV/VCR. Also, do not place drinks or 
vases with water on top of the TV/VCR. This could increase the risk of fire, 
shock hazard, or damage to the TV/VCR.

• Two years for picture tube.
